The Communities in School (CIS) ASPIRE (Achieving Success through Parent Involvement, Reading, and
Education) program is an intensive dual generation, family literacy program with adult education, early childhood
center, parenting education, and Tech Tots computer training. Parents receive ABE /ESL classes while their young
children receive high quality Early Childhood Education. Parents also receive parent education, home visits, and
family literacy coaching. Each family receives 20 hours of service weekly for nine months. The ASPIRE program
has demonstrated long-term significant outcomes for families, and the additional funding will be used to add families
to the program.
